An éxtroordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders inthe above-named Company, 


| called for the purpose of confirming the 'reso- 


lutions passed at‘the last extraordinary meet-. 
ing, was held at the Chamber of Commerce! 


sent: “Messrs, E. S. Littl (Chairman), L. Re 
Burkhardt (Director); R. ‘Macleod and C. E.; 
Cunningham (representing the Secretaries), andi 


Mr. Macleod read the notice convening the: 
The Chairman—t shall have. pleasure in 
proposing the. resolutions as read, but before, 


two remarks, 60 that you may, understand the 
present position of the Company, When we 
last met there were a number of liabilities. 
hanging over our heads aud requiring immedi> 
ate payment; Those liabilities are still bang- 
ing over us, of course, but we have arranged’ 
with our creditors to wait until this meeting 
has passed the resolutions now before it, and 
umil tha Company. is reconstructed. Our 
creditors have, without exception, been most, 
considerate and all are willing to wait till funds 
are available to meet their claims, Then we 
have transferred our account, the No, -2 
account, to the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, (Hear, hear and spplause.) 1 am 
hoping that, if this meeting passes the resolu- 
tions before it, we shall be able to carry on till 
the monies from the first call on the’ recon- 
siructed Company are available. In reference 
to our employees, as you are aware, the Com- 
pany had entered into agreements with them 
Covering three yenrs, The Directors have 
seen each one.and found them perfectly willing 
to accept the suggestions made to them, and 
they have left us in the most friendly spirit. 
We have paid them each one month in ad- 
vance on their agreements, and the understand- 
ing is that we shall pay them each two months 
further when we have the money in hand. 
That will complete their agreements, or, if we 
require them inthe fulure, they are ready to 
come back again nnd, renew thelr old agree- 
ments, or enter on new ones, “Without one 


with these men, and therefore the lawsuits 
hinted at will not take place, With reference 
to the concentrstes, they ore occupy'ng the 
atlention of the Directors; samples have been 
rent to various places in Japan and America. 
We have taken the best possible advice on the 
matter and nothlog further can be done till we 
have the reports on these concentrates, We 
understand that $70 Mex, is about the value 
per ton, and the cost of sending the concentrar 
tes to America is about $40 per ton, which 
would leave a very small margin of profit, As 
far as cyaniding is concerned we understand:

He 
has been a manager of mines in Aupiralis and 
elsewhere. Moreover, he has met the Com: 
pany on financial questions in a very generous 
way, He has not yet been paid his Janwary 
salary and he is willing to wait for. it until the 
Company is reconstructed, Then he required 
a levelling instrament which will cost about 
$100 and this he has also undertaken to supply 
temporarily at his own expense, He has gone 
up to Weihaiwei without a definite agreement 
but with the understanding that when the time 
comes that we can give him a better ay point- 
ment he shall hays it, T think-we are fortunate 
‘o have gained the assistance and sympathy of 
such a man, (i'ear, hear), We have sent him 
to Weihaiwei with instructions (o reopen opera- 
tions, and though no report has yet come 
down from him, we hope the mine is now 
being developed. J hava gone as carefully 
as possible into the present position of the 
mine, 1 presume you are all aware that 
there is good paying ore io the mine. The only 
question seems to be how much is avail- 
able, We cannot know that for three or four 
months, Meantime the meney that comes jo 
from the first calls will, we hope, be sufficient 
for developments We anvicipate expenses for 
the next six or seven months will amount to

THE SEA GYPSIES OF MERGUI. 
_ The Lalongs, or Sea Gypsies, are a peculiarly 
interesting set of wanderers—veritable vagrants 
or harmless vagabonds who flit about from 
island to istand lying scattered: in the Mergui 
Archipelago, They live in families under a 
rimitive aystem of patriarchal: rule and, en- 
joying the most unbounded freedom, cultivate 
a rude and haughty independence that is resent- 
(al, of all restraint outside that of the head of 


thé clan, ‘hey are a healthy, robust race of 


about the middle height, dark brown in colour, 
and develop. more or leas pronounced types of 
features, with high cheek bones, small oblique 
eyes, overhanging brows, large cars ;and 


/ mouths, ete., characteristic of the Indo-Mala- 


yan race. The men wear their hair in tufts at 
the back of the kead, while the shoit, straight, 
of frizzled brown locks that adorn the heads of 
the women are frequently loose or matted to- 
gether, They affect no ornaments, except 
sometimes armilets of iron or brass, 

Their clothing is scanty. It usually con- 
sists.of a short strip of coarse cloth tied round 
the loins and weked ap at the back after being 
passed between the nether limbs in the familiar 
Indian ashion. 

The Lalongs are an extremely filthy race, 
being seemingly averse to bathing except un- 
der compulsion, and, in consequence, their 
pececpt emit a disagreeable fishy odour, They 
ive in boats about volt, long, 4ft, wide and 3ft. 
deep, the side and bottoms of which are built 
up of the closcly-packed fronds: of the thorny 
yengan palm (Zalacea Wallichiana). When 
dry, these fronds are extremely light and 
willowy, lending a remarkable cork-like 
buoyancy to the cralts that are ingeniously 
constructed by the fronds being cither sewn or 
bound together over gracefully curved ribs of 
wood, ‘A low pent-roof of grass-matting covers 
the boat from end to end. The boat is pro- 

elled by oars and poles, and is guided bya 
long reversible rudder. Jt is not fitted with 
sails, Within the frail walls of his own little 
boat each'man, with his wife or wives, as the 
-case inay be, aged parents, children, dogs, cats, 
tame jackals, monkéns, pirds and other belong: 
ings, lives fromday to day, a precarious, but 


happy, contented, even-tenoured, innocent life, | ° 


while placidly floating on the bosom of the sen. 
But when fitful giles arise, and the wind lashes 
up the waves, he seeks the shelter of-the 
nearest shore, which in thase “summer-istes 0] 
Eden set in dark purple spheres of sea," is 
never, at any time, distant. Throughout the 
day, Ip falr weather; angling, netting or even 
harporning the fish, that ase often visible inthe 
pellucid depths of the sea, are the men's 
engrossing occupations; but when darkness 
descends they put back lo land, on which they 
invariably spend the night, Juring the rains, 
or when, from other causes, the sea is too rough 
for fishing, they d.ve for oysters in shallows 
near, the Geach or hunt for shell fish or sea fowl 
on, the unfrequenied shores of the islands. Or, 
‘Again, aldéd by their fleet and sagacious canine 
Scie, they chase and secure the small game 
hat ghounds in the evergreen forests of 
thé islands, su¢h as mouse-deer, monkeys, 
armadilloes, porcupines, hedge-hogs, ixua- 
pas, lizards, squirrels and the like. When 
on land and pot engaged in cooking, eat- 
ing or sleeping, the women and children 
nally forth into the depths of the forest in 
search of yams, tubers, roots, fruits, birds’ 
6 tortoises and such like edibles, with 
witch they vary thelr staple diet of fish and 
other marine fauna. 

|‘ The Lalongs are a simple, ‘quiet, timid, 
harmless, race. Unlike other communities 
similarly circumstanced, they are chaste, honest 
and truthful, Children go woclad until they 
are fairly grown up; carly marriages are the 
sule, but familles are invariably small.) A man 
bas sometimes more than one wife, but the 
practice of polygamy is becoming rare, There 
are many very aged people among them, long- 
ovity in their cise being, in part ot least, 
aitributable to their healthy, active life, spent, 
for the most part, in (he opin air onthe open 
sea, but, perhap’, chiefly to their peaceful, 
cheerful, contented minds, that are so remark» 
ably free from the 8, sestrai 
responsibjljties and other depressing influences 
which appear to be usually characteristic of 
those who live in cities, towns and villages, 


ever in evit spirits as well asin the Manes of 
his departed forebears. No beneficent spirit 
seems to be acknowledged, but the evil ones 
are feared and propitiated with crooning incan- 
tations and piste of game, particularly dur- 
{ng seasons of sickness and death. The bodys 
on death, is usually disposed of by being buric 

under boulders, which are carefully and com- 
pactly arranged over it, It is sometimes 
deposited in the.dismal depths ofthe forest, 
which are thereafter. shunned by the relatives 
for many 4 day.

THE THIBELAN EXPEDITION. 
; 2 oe 

One of the strangest: reports,“ which have 
come to hand is that printed in our 
columns last evening, which suggests that 
the negotiations concluded by: Colonel’ 
Younghusband and the Thibetans have 
been arbitrarily abrogated by the India 
Office at Home. According to the news 
received, Colonel Younghusband, © who 
occupied the position of Political Adviser in 
the recent mission to Thibet, obtained terms 
of settlement of much greater import 
than the Government alt Home had antici- 
pated. But if the telegrams are correct, 
this was a grievous crror, When Colonel 
Younghusband fixed the indemnity at 
£500,000, payable in 75 annual instalments, 
he doubtless thought that he was doing a 
service not only to the British Government 
but to the. world in general. For he and his 
troops were the first to penetrate the sacred 
precincts of Lhassa, for a century. The 
British Government, however—notwithstand- 
ing the outcrics of red-tapeism and all its 
results—still believes in that office of Cir- 
cumlocution which Dickens satirised. ‘The 
result is seen in the publication of this 
Teport which appears to be intended to 
sully the reputation of a great soldier, If 
Nelson had been subjected to the limits and 
restrictions, which are now imposed by thé 
telegraphic cable and will in’ the future be 
increasingly strong by the means of wireless’ 
telegraphy, it is possible—not to put it in 
any stronger language—that he would not 
have been the great and honoured captain. 
he is today. The expedition to Thibet 
was one of those in which. the leaders were 
out of touch with the Government. — It 
would be unlair to say or hint that the 
results achieved by the mission have aroused 
the envy of the Government, but it will 
appear to the disinterested that there. is 
something wrong in the state of Denmark, 
when a distinguished soldier, who is also a 
political factor, is publicly chastised by the 
Secretary for India, and his terms of settle. 
ment repudiated. This telegram states, 
that the Secretary for India has reduced 
the indemnity, payable by .Thibet, from 
75 to 25 lakhs of rupees, and because 
Colonel Younghusband deprecated the re- 
duction, the Secretary of State takes the 
curious position of stating that the agree- 
ment with the Thibetans was framed “in 
disobedience to express instructions,” and 
consequently “the Government could not 
accept it.” That may be so. It is possible 
for a servant to be a tod willing servant; is 
it policy for the British Government to pub- 
licly declare their lack of confidence in an 
officer of the experience and ability, of Co- 
lonel Younghusband ?
